The EPA standards, if drafted into final 
form, will require new bikes to meet a 
sliding-scale 5-14 gram/kilometer HC 
limit, based on displacement, beginning 
in 1978. The industry says we can 
(ouch) live with this, as well as (oh, the 
pain) a flat five g/k limit after 1980. But 
they slipped us a wild card. They want 
to include all bikes (presumably enduro 
machinery) which could conceivably be 
made licensable. And that’s a no-no. 
Don’t you agree? 


Suzuki's dynamic dentist Gerrit Wolsink 
wrapped up his stay on North American 
soil by making it a clean two moto 
sweep at Mosport Park in the Labatt’s

Hear ye! Hear ye! News flash direct 
from the Charity Newsies... Jay 
Springsteen becomes 12th differ- 
ent winner in as many AMA 


Grand National/Camel Pro Series 
events... Springsteen’s win vaults 
him into a tie with Gary Scott for 
the points lead. 


“Everybody said it was my turn. I 
guess it was. Heck, people were 
beginning to. call me ol’ second place (in 
reference to Oklahoma City, Louisville 
and Harrington Nationals). Relaxed, 
with sweat and champagne working 
their way down the lines of his face, Jay 
Springsteen held court for the press. 
“The heat was bad, very bad. I almost 
felt like I was going to pass out after my 
heat race. Once I got into the lead I 
forgot all about the heat and thought 
about keeping it out in front. It was 
hard to set a pace. Kenny didn’t 
help ... Kenny rode a heck of a race. 
You probably didn’t see it, but we had 
ourselves a little elbowing in fun as we 
ran side by side down the front straight 
when he passed me. The drive he was 
getting surprised me, I was just getting a 
better one." And with a grin that said 
every thing, Jay split for the pits. 

Kenny Roberts, usually somewhat 
quiet, was fairly bursting after his 
second place finish. This week 
something was definitely working. “I 
thought I had the win there for a lap. 
I've finally got. my Yamaha working. 
We've had plenty of motor, but no 
drive. Today it was really hooking up, 
except that I stayed up in the cushion 
perhaps two laps too long...” 

As factory riders (Harley-Davidson 
and Yamaha respectively) Jay and 
Kenny have come to accept the 
limelight, but for third place finisher 
Steve Morehead this was his first time in 
the winner's circle at a National; a door 
on which he has knocked often, but 
never opened. 

"I just knew the bike wasn't going to 
make it, but I was hoping like hell it 
would. I won with the bike Friday, 
finished second on Saturday and used 
the same engine today . .. It pinged the 
whole time in the National, was really 
quite slow yet it hooked up all the way 
around. My sponsors KK Insurance, 
K&K Supply and Bel Ray. are going to 
be happy." 

And there you have it folks, the blow 
by blow account of the winner's circle 
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Corky Keener took his factory Harley 
mount to fourth from 12th on the 
opening lap followed by fellow Flint 
Flyer Ted Boody on the Vista Sheen 
Harley ...but we're getting ahead of 
ourselves. 


Time trials & heats 

Rookie Ted Boody topped the time 
trials (26.432) as 63 riders pitted 
themselves against the clock. Doug Sehl 
made it Harleys one and two on the list 
with Kenny Roberts blistering the 
cushion (at the time) track for third 
fastest. 

Mert Lawwill won the first of four 
heat races that would transfer the first 
three finishers direct to the National 
with a starting light to checkered flag 
drive aboard his factory Harley mount. 
Rookie Steve Eklund held second place 


. early, but, under constant pressure from 


Ted Boody and Corky Keener, dropped 
back to fourth. Boody and Keener 
engaged in some late lap second place 
swapping with Ted taking Corky on the 
last lap. 

Doug Sehl turned a good drive off 
turn two into the lead on the fifth lap 
of heat two as he blasted by Scott 
Rader to the delight of the fans in the 
back straight bleachers. Billy Eves kept 
everybody honest with a solid third, 
while Randy Cleek slipped into fourth 
over Chuck Palmgren late in the heat. 

Dave Sehl led heat three off the line 
with Kenny Roberts and Hank Scott 
pressing. Jay Springsteen, after losing a 
lot of time and positions with a high 
line drive through the first two turns on 
the opening lap, began to gobble up 
everything in sight. Roberts displaced 
Sehl for the lead on lap three while 
Springr moved up. Hank Scott and 
third place became Springer’s next 
victim with second place coming at the 
expense of Dave Sehl on an inside pass 
as the pair entered turn three on the last 
lap. 

.Jimmy Zeigler tried his best to run 
away with the fourth heat but Steve 
Morehead kept closing the gap until he 
made a pass out of turn four on the last 
lap. It was a lap short through a scoring 
error, but remained official. Third went 
to Gary Scott who spent the entire race 
feeling the hot breath of Gene Romero, 














were deciding who would be fourth in a 
tight swap and swap again race. 
Ridgeway finally took the nod. 
Semis 

When there's only one ticket to the 
National and 12 riders sitting on the line 
looking for it, you know the racing is 
bound to be close. Billy Kennedy put a 
holeshot on the field at the start of semi 
one, slid out in turn one and pulled 
another holeshot on the field when the 
race was re-started after the red flag. 
Chuck Palmgren moved quickly to take 
over the lead with Randy Cleek close 
behind. Palmgren used all his tricks to 
keep the lead, but he appeared to be 
unable to get traction in turns 
three-four. This is where Cleek closed 
and finally passed Chuck for the win. 

Jay “Underdog”? Ridgeway gave all 
the underdogs in the crowd something 
to cheer about as he buzzed his 
Triumph into the lead of the last semi 
with four laps to go and held on for the 
win leaving early leader Mike Eades to 
ponder his chances in the Trophy Race. 


Trophy race 

Mike Eades once again found himself 
out front with clear sailing in the 
Trophy race, but a determined Steve 
Freeman began to rock the boat. Eades 
held off Freeman's charge for eight laps 
until Freeman blasted by for the lead 
and the win. “One of these days it'll be 
the National,” said Steve. “I sure do 
want to thank John Apple for all his 
help. My bike blew up at the Harrington 
National and I’ve been riding his since 
then.” 

National 

The track at Columbus, in past years, 
has been everything from a 
follow-the-leader groove to a 
ride-the-line-y ou-like affair. This year it 
was a bit of both with turns one-two 
remaining fairly wide open and 
three-four gomg to a wide groove with a 
very deep cushion up high for those 
with a lot of daring. Strategy in this case 
was compromise with most riders opting 
to stay low. 

"Ive changed the tires and the 
chassis, checked the valves, set the 
timing and tightened all the nuts and 
bolts," said Gary Scott's tuner Carl 
Patrick, “now we hope for the best.” 

“The start will tell it all. Jay will 
probably go high for three laps to 
hopefully get some breathing room and 
then drop down low. The track is bound 
to groove up a lot more. Hey, it’s our 
turn...at least that’s what everybody 
has been telling me all day." Bill 
Werner, Jay Springsteen's tuner, sat in 
the shade of the pit tent waiting for the 
minutes to tick away before gridding for 
the National. 

True to Werner's race plan, Springer 
blasted by everybody on the high line as 
14 riders picked their way through a 
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the turn it was Springer with Kenny 
Roberts hooked on followed ከሃ 
Morehead, Doug Sehl and a large bunch 
of wheel to wheelers. 

The sorting out began on the fourth 
lap with the leading quartet maintaining 
position followed by Jim Zeigler, 
Boody, Gary Scott, Lawwill, Eves, 
Keener, Rader, Dave Sehl and Cleek. 
Jay Ridgeway was spectating from the 
turn four rail after moving from last to 
sixth in two laps only to have the bike 
go out from under him exiting turn four 
when he applied a little too much gas. 

Doug Sehl bumped Morehead for 
third on the fifth lap and began to set 
sight on the leaders as Keener was 
picking his way through the field. (“I 
made most of my time in the first turn. 
I had a good line; better than anyone 
else's.") Boody pressured Morehead, as 
Eves moved past Scott into sixth with 
the rest of the field strung out. 

Springsteen and Roberts kept up 
their pace until the halfway flags when 
Springer began to occasionally slip off 
the groove in three-four. In one such 
move Roberts closed the gap by ten 
bike lengths and began to really put the 
pressure on. Sehl dropped out with 
magneto problems on lap 11, moving 
Morehead back into third. 

Roberts began to creep ever closer 
making up a foot here and a foot there. 
He picked up a good drive out of turn 
four on lap 16 and eased his way 
alongside Springer, barely holding the 
lead until the pair reached turn three on 
the next lap where Springer took over 
for good, although one slip, with 
Roberts so close, would have cost the 
race. 

Keener worked his magic on Boody 
for fourth after dispatching Cleek, Scott 
and Eves one by one with methodical 
precision. 

Springer settled into a pattern of 
giving not an inch for the final three 
laps, leading Roberts by about half a 
dozen bike lengths to the checkers with 
Morehead, Keener, Boody, Eves and 
Gary Scott rolling in behind. 

There was pandemonium when 
Springer took the checkers as tuner Bill 
Werner let out a whoop, hugged 
everyone in sight, slammed his hat onto 
the track and then danced his way to 
victory lane to be the first to 
congratulate his rider. e

Sue ‘Flyin’ Fish claimed the long 
overdue title as 1976 Grand 
National Women’s Motocross 
Champion at the third annual

track at Indian Dunes. Nearly 100 
women from as far away as New York, 
Florida, and Washington state were on 
hand, all with their eyes set on earning 
the coveted Number One plate. Each 
year more new faces show up at the all 
women events throughout the country. 
They've worked hard to eam 
recognition for their ability to ride and 
are dedicated to the sport. This year the 
pits swarmed with press people. It was 
like a photography class field trip as all 
the shutters clicked around the pretty 
dust covered faces of women 
competitors. This was the race everyone 
had worked so hard all year long to be 
ready for. 

The schedule of events got underway 
shortly after 10:00 am. and the 
temperature had already reached 85 
degrees. The 125 Novices led the 
program off racing 20 minute motos. 
The ladies were required to ride 
qualifying heats due to the large entries 
in the Novice class. Following the 
Novices the 125 Intermediates got their 
25 minute motos underway leading into 
the feature race of the day, the 125 
Experts. To qualify for the overall 
victory, the Experts must ride the 125 
and 250 class requiring top physical and 
mental condition. They rode 30 minute 
motos which is very demanding in high 
temperatures. 

Nearly 25 Experts came roaring off 
the line and into the first turn. Sue Fish 
stalled her YZ monoshock and was dead 
last getting it going. She rode fast-and 
smooth passing riders with style and 
poise. Before long she had worked her 
way to the front of the pack and 
obtained a 25 second lead, leaving the 
spectators in awe. In the meantime, a 
little further back Pat Jacques, from 
Columbia, South Carolina, making her 
debut on the Southern California track, 
worked up into second behind Sue. 
Could this mean the East (South at 
that) versus the West? 

The 250 Novice, Granny and 
Intermediate classes followed the 125 
Experts. 

After a refreshing pause, the 250 


flagged because of an accident and Kim 
LaVigne was transported via ambulance 
to the hospital. This posed a not so 
refreshing pause because we had to wait 
for the ambulance to return. 
Temperatures were soaring to the 100 
degree mark as spectators and riders 
alike voiced complaints. 

The 250 Experts were restarted and 
the Fish/Jacques duo again ran away 
with the show. Sue took a spill as Pat 
exhibited her excellent ability to 
manhandle her RM 250 Suzuki around 
the tight course. Pat held a 25 second 
lead but Sue was working hard to catch 
up. Johanna Stenerson, in third, was 
doing the same. It looked as though Pat 
had cinched it but she slid out in a turn 
allowing Sue the ease of making up 
valuable time. Sue did not pass Pat until 
further on around the course, allowing 
Pat to take second and Johanna third. 

The halfway point of the day 
featured a sidehack race debuting the 
very first women's sidehack team, Cindy 
and Lisa Monohan from San Diego. 
They didn't beat the guys, but they sure 
added some spice to the race! 

The schedule repeated itself with the 
excitement again falling in the Expert 
heats. The second heat of the 125 
Experts was to be a different tune. 
Johanna Stenerson got the holeshot and 
held the lead for the entire 30 minute 
race. With much style again Sue played 
catch up, after throwing a chain, but 
didn't make it. It left her with only two 
out of three motos to her credit. Not 
too shabby. During the battle, there was 
still another race going on for third and 
fourth between Linda Barnes of Texas 
and Donna Hearn of Tennessee. The 
California heat was getting to Donna 
and her performance didn't seem to be 
up to par with her past performances in 
the Eastern women's races or her last 
year’s national. Barbara  Speilman, 
Joann Miley and Cherry Stockton 
finished consecutively behind Barnes. 
Cherry -was recovering from ligament 
surgery in her thumb. The ‘first lady of 
the mint’ exhibited her determination 
by hanging in there. 

The final moto of the day got 
underway. Linda Barnes’ bright green 
Kawasaki was the first to pop out of the 
first turn. Sue Fish was battling it ou

and Carla Swing, from New York, 
experiencing their own battle. Sue 
flawlessly worked her way around Linda 
to clinch the lead while spectators 
cheered her on to victory. Pat lost her 
brakes, going down in the process, and 
was unable to make up lost time. Carla 
also lost her front brake and saw Joann 
Miley and Cherry Stockton work 
themselves into third and fourth 
positions. 

A protest was filed by Pat Jacques on 
Sue Fish’s 175 monoshock. This caused 
a small amount of controversy. Sue’s 
Crown Cycle monoshock was 
impounded and torn apart. For an event 
as important as this to Sue, she 
wouldn’t take a chance on running an 
illegal bike. And for Pat to drive 3,000 
miles for a race, she too didn’t want to 
take any chances. The bike was declared 
legal by Butch Lee, the District 38 
Motocross Referee. 

Pat explained, “It wasn’t Sue I was 
protesting. I had to get everyone’s 
attention to point out that the rules 
should not allow a 175 to compete 
with 250s on a tight course.” 

Debbie Evans, Southern California’s 
wonder: woman, exhibited her talents by 
performing her balancing routine, which 
consist of Debbie standing on her head 
(without the kickstand) on her trials 
bike. 

The program concluded with the 
distribution of many contingency 
donations. The three major donators 
were U.S. Suzuki, Mikuni and Electro 
Helmets. 

Kathy Brobeck was awarded the 
National Intermediate Champion title, 
receiving lots of glory, prizes and a TM 
75 Suzuki, from the company of the 
same name. 

Sue Fish was crowned Grand 
National Champ, receiving a kiss from 
Billy Gray, actor and speedway star, lots 
of money, lots of prizes, a RM 125 
Suzuki and much glory. 

It’s hard to narrow it down. Each 
participant worked hard. Hopefully 
each girl should receive some special 
recognition. Sue Fish has earned the 
respect of her female riders and the self 
satisfaction of holding the Grand 
National Champion title. 

Terry Kezar, the 1975 Grand 
National Champion, was not present to 
defend her title. She currently has a 
contract with a promoter in Arizona 
jumping cars. The contract forbids her 
to ride motocross. *

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DeCoster wins motos, Noyce shocks Germans

BEUERN, WEST GERMANY, JUNE 13 


Roger DeCoster did it again as he 
raced to first place finishes in both 
500cc World Championship races 
at the West German Grand Prix in 


Beuern, a small town only an hour 
northeast of Frankfurt. 


Several thousand American 
soldiers that are stationed at the 
many Army and Air Force bases in the 
area, along with many American 
families working and living in Europe 
were among the 14,000 spectators 
enjoying the warm breezy weather. 


Adolf Weil, currently ranked number 
three for the World title, was tipped to 
be the man to beat and he posted third 
fastest time behind Suzuki’s number 
one, Roger DeCoster. Second fastest 
qualifier was England’s nineteen year 
old Graham Noyce on his factory 
Maico. Graham was tied with Pierre 
Karsmakers coming to Beuern for fifth 
place with fifty-four points. Karsmakers 
didn’t make it to West Germany; he was 
in América racing a National 
Championship contest for the U.S. 
500cc title. 

Lack of rain throughout the season in 





hard, dusty tracks, and Beuern was no 
exception. The club watered the track 
keeping the dust to a minimum but the 
surface was hard as cement, and when it 
got time for the racing on Sunday 
afternoon the racing line was slippery. 

Veteran Vic Eastwood, riding his 
twentieth season of GP competition, 
blasted his Stadium sponsored CCM off 
the line taking the holeshot from 
everyone when the gate dropped for the 
first race and got two bike lengths ahead 
of the pack as the riders charged into 
the first turn, a drop-away left-hander. 
Fritz Koebele, Frans Sigmans, Graham 
Noyce, Jaak Van Velthoven, Brad 
Lackey, Bengt Aberg and Christer 
Hammergren were the leaders in the 
first wave with Adolf Weil, Gerrit 
Wolsink and Herbert Schmitz rushing up 
behind. DeCoster was at the tail end of 
the pack. 

As the first lap leaders flew into view, 
it was Noyce out ahead with Sigmans 
second, Eastwood third and 
VanVelthoven fourth, Weil fifth and 





Wolsink was down in fourteenth. Bengt 
Aberg was one of the first to go out 
when he crashed his Bultaco on lap four 
while in sixth place bending the 
handlebars enough to put him out of 
the chase. 

Noyce had really started pouring on 
the coal to stretch his lead from seven 
seconds on lap three to twenty-one 
seconds by lap eight. Ake Jonsson went 
out on that eighth lap when a rock got 
wedged between his Maico’s chain and 
front sprocket stopping the bike solid. 
At first Ake thought it was the gearbox 
that had seized and when he found the 
problem he couldn’t get the rock out. 
Mechanic Curt Oberg and Ake got the 
bike back to the pits and a hammer had 
to be used to remove the rock. 


In the meantime, four-time World 
Champion Roger D. was getting it 
together on the greasy circuit as he 
moved up through the pack and passed 
Brad on lap five for ninth position. On 
lap eight Roger was tailing a tight group 
of riders which included Sigmans still in 
second, Wolsink who had made his drive 


to the front early in the race, Van ' 


Velthoven and Weil. Sigmans started 
dropping back and when he came past 
he pointed to his front wheel. Then on 
lap nine the circuit started taking its toll 
and everything started to come unglued. 


Noyce pulled into the mechanic area 
at the start of the ninth lap signalling to 








front wheel was in trouble. He still had 
a twenty second lead on Sigmans as he 
jetted back into the race still in first 
place after telling George that he must 
have a new front wheel in order to 
finish. Graham's front wheel busted up 
more and he rode in to retire, deciding 
that to change the front wheel would 
take a minute or so and that would 
surely put him out of touch with the 
leading riders. 


Christer Hammergren retired when he 
lost the use of his right hand as a result 
of a crash the week before in France. 

Wolsink made a lap two ninth place 
charge to take the lead on lap ten but he 
found himself in quick company with 
Weil and DeCoster in second and third 
after Adolf had passed Van Velthoven 
and Roger had slipped past Brad and 
Jaak. 


Frans Sigmans was finally forced to 
retire on lap eleven when the spokes on 
his front wheel started snapping off. 
Two Maicos out. On the same lap the 
last of the big gun Maicos went out but 
Adolf did it the hard way. Approaching 
a corner wide open in fifth gear his carb 
slide stuck and Weil flew off the course 
through the tape barrier and crashed 
heavily into small trees and bushes. 
Both Adolf and the bike were damaged. 
The Maico lost the front forks, 
handlebars and holding clamps for thi 
bars, steering head and exhaus 









he got the bike back to the pits. Adolf 
had stayed with the bike as it careened 
off the circuit and the inside of his arms 
from above the gloves to the armpits 
were scratched and bleeding. 

On the same lap Roger pulled up to 
within three seconds of Gerrit and then 
some rea) racing began. From the 
twelfth to the seventeenth lap Gerrit 
stayed ahead of his teammte as the two 
of them started racing for the win. Side 
by side going off the jumps Gerrit was 
pulling only inches to keep the lead over 
the humps and out of the corners as the 
laps ticked off. Their furious pace had 
also taken them further ahead of third 
place Van Velthoven in those five laps 
from nine to twenty-seven seconds. 


Brad was now in fourth, six to eight 
seconds. behind Jaak and not able to 
gain on the KTM. Eastwood retired on 
the next to last lap when an injured 
ankle forced him out. On that same lap 
Roger finally made the move that put 
him ahead, the kind of move that spells 
World Champion. 

Roger used his timing and the 
Suzuki's speed to pass Gerrit in mid air 
going off a triple jump uphill. He 
launched off the first one, cleared the 
second and landed on the other side of 
the third and kept the Suzuki wide open 
until he had to brake hard for the tight 
right hander. Wolsink never slacked off 
either and finished only three seconds 
behind at the flag. Jaak finished third 
and Brad nailed down fourth for eight 
points. 

The second race almost turned into a 
forty-minute plus two round parade but 
it was saved by some fantastic riding by 
two-time World Champion Bengt Aberg 
and Suzuki star Gerrit Wolsink. 


Roger took the start with Noyce and 
Weil in second and third. Roger started 
with a two second lead on the second 
lap and just kept going quicker to 
increse his lead to 24 seconds, 
unchallenged, to the checkered flag. 
Wolsink was in about sixth position at 
the first turn and when he came into the 
first right-hander gave his Suzuki too 
much gas and spun out. After getting 
back on his bike after the step-off he 
was in 29th place at the end of the first 
lap. Without letting off for the rest of 
the race he moved through the pack like 
a shark through a school of minnows, 
steadily gaining on the leaders as he 
passed a half dozen riders per lap in the 
beginning stages of the race. By lap nine 
he had pulled up on Korneev of Russia 
and overtook him on the thirteenth, 
seven seconds down on Brad. Gerrit 
edged by Brad four laps from the finish 
on the sixteenth and Brad said that he 
still had the strength and desire but 
Gerrit's Suzuki was pulling away from 
the Husqvarna as Gerrit's bike rolled on 
the power and gripped while Brad's was 
spinning and sliding out of the corners. 

Aberg's attack was for a smaller 
number of places, it took him from 
sixth position on the first lap to a third 
place finish at the end of the effort, but 
the style and speed to get there lett 
many slack-jawed and shaking their 
heads as the Bultaco pilot poured on the 
steam with his Lars Danielson tuned 
reed-valved 370. Bengt pulled past Ake 
Jonsson on lap eight, Schmitz on lap 
fourteen and then finally passed Adolf 
on lap seventeen with three laps to go to 
the flag. Schmitz said after the race that 
there was no way he could stay with 
Bengt as the Swede passed him and 
pulled away. It seemed like Bengt had 
tires that adhered to the hard blue line 
while everyone was tip-toeing around 
and shutting off on all the corners. 
Sometimes it's just a case. of whose got 
the ’nads to keep it open. 

Brad was pleased with his overall 
fourth place. Better to finish both races 
in the points than fall off going for 
another place. 

After the U.S. and Canadian rounds 
the GP riders will fly to England for the 
Fourth of July 10th round of the 76 
series. Brad will fly back to California 
and have three weeks to get ready for 
the. final rounds in Belgium and

AFM pavement 
scratchers 
at Ontario

ONTARIO, CAL., JUNE 20 

AMA Expert Mike Baeder was 
among the 200-plus racers who 
came out to Ontario Sunday for 
AFN's road race, rather than trek 
across country for the Louden National. 
He was also among a half-dozen 250 GP 
racers who challenged the 750s in the 
lead-off race, 350-Open GP. While 
Richard Williamson and Richard 
Seifried chased the rapidly disappearing 
750 Kawasaki of Whitney Blakeslee, 
Baeder moved from the back of the 
pack to fourth by the end of the first 
iap.

12” (as she says), cuts a lean 
figure which doesn’t look at all 
out of place at a Hare 'N Hound. The 
people in the pits at the Ram Bam 70 
(held last Fall in Idaho) didn't pay 
much attention to the tall “fella” 
wearing the Barbour suit until the 
helmet was pulled off. 

“Hey, Mary! Helluva ride at Baja! 
Didn’t those flat shocks beat you to 
death?” The questions start pouring at 
her from several directions. 

With characteristic patience and the 
smile that comes from loving your 
work, Mary answers every question and 
talks to the local race fans like she’s 
known them all her life. From a 
personality standpoint, it’s hard to find 





than this lady from Sun Valley. 

Mary McGee has apparently proven 
what she set out to. She has formally 
announced her- retirement from 
competition motorcycle racing. The 
1975 Baja 500 was the zenith of her 
off-road career and, while she'll 
continue to ride her bike for fun and 
race a mini-truck in certain events, her 
tough-minded desert chases on a bike 
have ended. 

CN: “How long have you been racing?” 
MM: “18 years. I started with sports 
cars ...a Mercedes Benz 300 SL.” 

CN: “When did you first break into 
motorcycle racing? 

MM: “About 1960. I was racing 
Porsches and’ my sponsor wanted me to 
try motorcycle road racing so I went 
down to Willow Springs one day and 
gave it a shot. There were a lot of top 
road racers there that day and I just 
rode around and they rode around, and 
after a few hours, my people came up 
and said, ‘O.K., McGee... That’s it. 
You’re on!’ I road raced for three years 
and I was still racing cars. I'd jump from 
one suit into another." 

CN: "What happened to your road 
racing career?” 

MM: "Well...the guys...like John 
McLaughlin, Buddy Parriot, Don Vesco, 
Ivan Wagar and these other road racers 
wanted me to ride a 350. They even had 
a bike lined up for me ...a super trick 
Norton Manx from England. But ... the 
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from Southern California to Northern 
California and...they were a little 
jealous! They said that women had to 
race 125s and my people said, ‘Mary’s 
the only one and she’s more than 
capable.’ The guys in the north still said 
no...I sold my bike and continued to 
race cars." 

CN: "How long did you stick with 
sports cars?” 

MM: “I raced cars up to 1964. That 
was the year my brother was killed 
while racing at Vacaville. I was getting a 
formula car prepared at the time of his 
death and, shortly before the series I 
was to drive took place, I was involved 


in an accident while on a business trip’ 


back East. I really got busted up. It 
took me nearly a year to get my body 
back together. That plus my brother 
getting killed and I just sort of fell out 
of the whole scene for a while. We had a 
baby and I forgot about racing for a 
time.” 

CN: “When did you actually ride your 
first dirt bike?” 

MM: "It was January of '64. Bud 
Ekins, Bobby Drake, Bobby Harris, 
Steve McQueen and a bunch of people 
who all used to go riding together kept 
telling me, *You've gotta get on a desert 
bike!’ Well, one day, we got a couple of 
Honda Scramblers and went riding with 
them out on the desert. I'd never had so 
much fun in my life!" 
CN: "Now, that was 
accident wasn't it?" 
MM: “Yeah. We rode two Sundays a 
month for several months and they told 
me it was time to try an enduro. They 
said it was the easiest one of the year 
but when we got through, all these guys 
were sitting around complaining and 
swearing that they'd never ride it again 
because it was always so tough! After 
that I rode a couple of hare ’n hounds 
and a hare scrambles or two. Then there 
was the accident and I didn’t do 
anything but recuperate for a while.” 
CN: “What got. you back into bike 
racing?" 

MM: “Well, one day, Wes Cooley called 
and said, ‘Hey, get out your desert 
sled... we're going to have a new kind 
of race. It's called a motocross!" That 
was in December of 1966. 45 people 
showed up.” 
CN: "Who all 
race?" 

MM: "Let's see .. . Malcolm was there, 
Ekins, J.N., Preston... Gary Conrad 
was there. He was number one in the 
desert on a Greeves. What other names 
would you know? . .. Ron Nelson?" 
CN: "Wasn't he one of America's first 
international motocrossers?” 

MM: “Yes. Ron was there and John 
DeSoto. Names that we still know were 
at that first race. It all went from 
there!" 

CN: "Your bike racing career really 
started getting underway shortly after 
that didn't it? Were you still finding 
"acceptance" a scarce commodity?”

.MM: "I used to be really sensitive 


about a lot of things and I've really just 
become an outgoing person in the last 
few years. My job with Husky has really 
helped me ‘come out of my shell". 
CN: "What's your position 
Husqvarna?” 

MM: “They call it District Manager. I 
cover the Intermountain West and I love 
every minute of it!" 

CN: "How does Husqvarna 
you ... being a woman and all?” 
MM: “They treat me very well. They’ve 
been super! There have been moments 
when some people wondered about 
me... being a female and such but, on 
the whole, they've treated me very, ver 


with 


treat 





no women in any capacity ke mine! In 
fact, as far as I know, I’m he only one 
in the entire motorcycle ` dustry. I feel 
grateful and thankful. Th (Husqvarna) 
had the foresight and .. well, the guts 
to put me in the job m in and I'm 
grateful! I love it!” 

CN: "You said tt t 
sponsored you in the 5 0?” 
MM: "Yeah. I had 2 couple of other 
offers but I went with Wheelsport 'cause 
I think they're a ne t company. They 
paid my entry fee, |ought my gas and 
oil, my transportation down and 
back...everything! They’re great! 
Why, the head man of the whole 
company, Walt Beers, even came down 
and helped with my pit. They're neat 
people!" 

CN: "You rode a good part of that race 
without any rear suspension, didn't 
you?" 

MM: “Yes! My rear shocks went away 
about 18 miles out of the start. They 
were the same ones I ran the Mint on 
but, at Baja, the gas just went out of 
them and there I was. That was the 
hardest work I've ever done... riding 
172 miles with no rear suspension.” 

CN: “You rode that whole race by 
yourself didn't you? Everyone else had 
a two-man team.” 

MM: “Yeah. I'm sort of proud of that. 
Of course, I got new shocks at the first 
checkpoint. . . I used A.C, Bakken’s 
spare pair but I was already so tired that 
I was having trouble just hanging on. I'd 
been all over the place on that first 
section... bouncing from cactus to 
cactus... I fell off a bunch!” 

CN: “What are your thoughts about 
women in sports in general?” 

MM: “I think that’s great! A person 
should be able to do whatever he or she 
wants to do. If you want to 
cook... that’s great! If you want to 
race motorcycles . ~. that’s great! I 
don’t think there should be any stigma 
attached to it like with people saying, 
‘That’s right and that’s not right’ and so 
on.” 

CN: "Do you have any advice for 
women who want to be motorcycle 
racers or some other type of athlete in a 
sport which is traditionally dominated 
by men?" 

MM: "Well... I think that it's just up 
to the individual. You have to recognize 
the fact that, not only motorcycle 
racing, but a lot of other things are just 
a man's world. We're the ones breaking 
into it and we're the ones who have to 
gain our own acceptance. When you 
start into something where you're going 
to be working with men..:then you 
have to be able to communicate with 
them on their own level. A lot of girls 
don't fully realize this and it's one area 
which causes problems. You may have 
met female racers or whatever who were 
always telling you how fast they went 
or something. You just have to learn to 
act in whatever situation you put 
yourself into. If you just kinda keep 
quiet and go about your business, pretty 
soon they come to accept you as an 
equal. Not necessarily as ‘one of the 
guys’ but as a racer and there’s no 
problem with maintaining your identity 
or your femininity or anything. It’s 
simply a question of knowing how to 
act in order to be accepted in a ‘man’s 
world’.” 

CN: “What about the future for Mary 
McGee?” 

MM: “I’m really tickled about this 
off-road car racing." 

CN: "You drove a Toyota truck in the 
Baja 1000, didn't you?" : 
MM: "Yeah. I pre-ran

Going for the 

big times - 

Rick Delacy: Top 
short tracker

To the North of Vallejo, California, 
a tract of housing ends with a 
rather big hill and field that leads 
out to the famed Napa Valley 
wineries. The vineyards are still 
off and away, so the field becomes 
the usual lovers land, dope smok- 
ing operation and best of all a 


neato scrambles cowtrail. For Rick 
Delacy the top rated District 36 short 
tracker for two straight years, this was 
the start of what he hopes will be a 
career as a professional motorcycle 
racer. 





For Cliff Delacy, the father of Rick, 
Mike and daughter Melinda, it was a 
challenge to make sure that the kids got 
outdoor living and rapport with nature. 
While Cliff was raising his family, he had 
found himself a few really neat fishing 
holes in the outback. Then he bought a 
step-through Honda to load up his 
fishing gear and would trek off. Well, 
with two eager young boys it wasn’t 
long before the Honda was spending 
most of its time in the field across the 
street chasing rabbits. With a change to 
a Trial 90 it got heavier. 

Rick relates, “I would come home 
from school and there it would be, it 
was just too tough to not try it out and 
with this big field and hill right across 
the street, seeing the other kids ride, it 
just seemed natural. 

*] even went with my dad to Vallejo 
to see the races back in the late '60's 
and when I would ride, I thought that 
I’d like to be a good TT scrambles rider, 
that was my thing at that time.” 

Cliff relates, “It wasn’t too long after 
he started riding that he would come 
home with cuts and bruises from 
crashing it so hard. I just had to get him 
all the things for safety. Even though he

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was only "0 he had that look in his eye 
to become a racer.” 

Even though not 14, father knew 
there was the desire, so at the local 
shop, Pelican Cycles, 100cc ACE 
Hodaka became the new play toy for 
the field. In District 36 it was the peak 
of the scrambles era when Jim Foley 
was king. The age of 14 was attained 
and the racing began. The number 431f 
was affixed to the front of a 125cc 
Yamaha and it's off to Vallejo. 

Rick was the average newcomer, 
nervous, not sure of himself and not 
sure of what to do, except go fast. That 
was easy enough for the heat race as he 
won it handily. His problems came from 
that point. 

"I guess I was so pumped up about 
winning that race that I went up to the 
grandstand for some glory and got 
carried away with it. So much so that 
when they called the main event, I was 
still up there and missed it.” 

Pop Delacy never had a chance to 
ride as a kid but felt that if Rick wanted 
to, then he would do what he could 
even if he missed a main event or so. 
“Rick didn’t like me trying to promote 
him but after awhile, it just had to 
happen." 

Rick's advancement through the 
ranks progressed into the 250 Expert 
class in slightly over a year. But with 
times changing as rapidly as they did, 
the scrambles kid was all of a sudden 
really into roundy-round. Short track 
took over the scene in Northern 
California in 1973. 

Rick rode a 250cc Yamaha to the No. 
One spot for both the 1974-75 seasons 
and it wasn't until the middle of the 
1975 season that other people became 
interested in him. 

While Rick wasn’t sponsored by 
anyone except his Dad’s pocketbook, 
his most notorious feature was his 
aggressive style. In August of 1974 Rick 
was fighting for a spot on the top 20 
White Plate short track list and his 
desire to get to the top was paramount. 
Enough so that riders weren't happy 
with the way they were getting passed. 

The problem came to a head when 
Fenn brought the problem in front of 
the Competition Committee. The 
laundry was aired and Rick was apprised 
of what other riders thought of his 
riding style. He was told that he would 
be watched closely the very next 
Wednesday night at Fremont. With two 
mem bers of the Competition 
Committee on each corner, Rick rode 
from the middle of the pack to slide 
underneath Pervier without so much as 
a brush, and went on to win with ease. 
So much for that problem at the 
moment. 

Rick’s accomplishment of the No. 
One in 1974 was a one bike, one wallet 
effort for the most part and the 250 is 
still running with such notables as John 
Gennai and Randy “Belly” Scott 
competing on it. The assistance of the A 
& A Team, Yamaha World in the 1975 
season brought about a friendship that 
is helping young Rick Delacy. 

“At the first daytime Pro half mile at 
San Jose, I rode Gary Conterno's 360 
Yamaha and was really impressed. It 
was my very first 360 ride. He let me 
ride it at Ascot and when he started 
tuning on that and my 250, I really 
started winning the half miles. He really 
had his stuff together." 

In the professional world, Rick has 
held a card for two years but because of 
the lack of proper rides and hardly any 
racing for Pros in Northern California, 
he is still a Novice. This won't get past 
the year, though. 

“With the help of the Cancilla team, I 
should have my Junior points by the 

nd of Ap [hat will still mean I have 
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to race the rest of the year as a Novice 
but I want to do it and spend some time 
getting a 40 incher together, getting 
ready for next year and maybe even 
lining up sponsorship, because I want to 
ride the National circuit as soon as I 
can." 

It's only too obvious that when the 
bug bites the young up and coming 
racer, thinking only goes toward the 
circuit. The infamous circuit. 

"I got my first real shot at a race 
series in early February when they ran 
the Northwest series of indoor Pro stuff. 
Despite a lot of problems that I had, I 
had a ball, made six points to give me 
over 30 towards my Junior card and 
enough money to almost pay for the 
trip." 

At Seattle Rick was as tast as 
anybody and took a second in the heat. 
While running second in the Semi he 
went for an inside shot and unloaded, 
popping his shoulder out of the socket. 
Luckily enough, Bob Scally was right on 
the scene with Steve Foster and the two 
veterans popped him right back into 
place. 

At Portland, Rick took fifth fastest 
qualifying under the new AMA separate 
Novice rules and easily won the first 
heat over Frank Borba when Borba 
overcooked it in the first corner. A win 
in the Semi was easy and put him next 
to John Tavis and Greg Ferguson. The 
start was once again all Borba's who 
outread the green light and overdid the 
first turn like before. Rick tucked in 
behind Tavis and chased him for awhile, 
still favoring the bad shoulder while 
Ferguson dropped out. The race was 
long and when he got around to 
catching Tavis, it was while lapping 
through sixth place in the pack. 

“I really didn’t feel the pain of the 
shoulder although I hadn’t been able to 
sleep well and it would hurt when I 
wasn’t riding. I guess that has to do with 
adrenalin flow. Towards the end of the 
race I caught up to Tavis who has having 
problems lapping guys. I wanted to try 
and pass but yet didn’t because I was 
afraid of the shoulder. Well I made the 
decision to go under but about the time 
I went to try and get a wheel under him, 
he got by this guy and it was all I could 
do to get by him before the checkered.” 

Corvallis was something different. 
“The arena was dirt compared to the 
concrete floors. It was so cold that I had 
to keep moving or stay in the van with 
the heater going. I had let Randy Scott 
ride the 250 and between the two of us 
we got in a few extra practices just to 
keep warm. We were doing calisthenics 
like to keep the blood going and Dave 
Hansen kept his Honda going to keep 
his hands and feet warm. 

“They ran us in weird heats. There 
were like five or six guys in some 14 or 
15 heats with only the first two going 
on to the Semis. The track was neat and 
I won the heat with the second fastest 
time. In my Semi I got off the line 
second and kinda felt like holding that, 
About halfway through Hocking tried 
to get under me and fell. The next lap I 
saw him and Billy Oliver tied in a knot. 
On the next lap I relaxed too much and 
fell off. That was the worse hurt of all. I 
was taking it easy and just wasn’t paying 
enough attention. 

"I don't like to remember that or the 
Seattle crash but the Portland thing was 
neat and the party at Scott’s, (Randy 
and Deanna), was the best experience 
and makes me want to do better cause I 
like the life style.” 

That last part probably really boils it 
all down. For this kid at any rate, the 
life style is right and it may just be that 
kind of thinking that is the making of a 
potential star, and that means the big 
time.

Feelin’ each 
stride: 


AFM 500cc 
Champion 
Vance Breese 


and his “BSO”

Vance Breese of Redwood City, 
California is the 1975 AFM 500cc 
GP Champion. But Breese, a 
roadracer living in the age of the 
road racing two-stroke, won’t ride 
anything but four-strokes. On top 
of that, Breese thinks that 
Japanese four-strokes “are scary.” 


In spite of all the qualifiers to this 
equation, Breese still won his 
Championship — on a 500cc BSA single. 


This season, declaring his BSA “a 
little fragile and a little too slow,” 
Breese has unveiled a. 500cc BSO 
(pronounced “‘Bee-so”) — a hybrid put 
together with BSA, Norton, Eso, and 


backhoe parts. 


Tony Williams of Williams Pipes in 
San Carlos, California stretched a BSA 
MX frame to hold the longer Eso 
engine/Norton gearbox and clutch 
combination. Williams also constructed 
the exhaust system and helped with 
other fabrication. 


Ed Schafer converted the Eso engine 
to gas and, according to Breese, “gave it 
some speed." 

A hydraulic pump from a backhoe 
retums the oil from the Speedway 
engine's totalloss system to a. tank. 
Breese uses a Triumph rear wheel on his 
bike, and a Fontana front hub. The gas 
tank is off a Norton Fastback. A 
primary chain idler sprocket is used 
because there wasn’t quite enough 
room, even in the stretched frame, for 
the conventional crankshaft-clutch shaft 
clearance needed to keep the primary 
chain taut. - 

With an Amal GP carb off a 1950's 
vintage Gold Star, Breese claims the 
BSO reaches almost 130 miles per hour. 
Although he says that vibration is not 
excessive, Breese calls power pulses at 
the 8,000 rpm  redline "quite 
pronounced." 

“I think the main thing is that when 
you're riding a big four-stroke, it's like 
running — you can feel each stride. With 
a two-stroke, you know you're just 
riding a machine," says Breese, trying to 
explain why he races an updated 
anachronism in the midst of TZs. 

Of course, his claim that even the 
worst rider errors “‘only create a slide 
and a giggle" may have something to do 
with his love for the big thumper, too. 


Whatever. The bike has won twice at 
Sears Point, and taken a second and a 
third at Riverside this season. Breese 
hopes that with a new 9,000 rpm, 
four-valve head that Schafer is working 
on, and some more exhaust 
experimentation by Williams, the bike 
will be competitive on the faster 
Southern California tracks. 


In the meantime, says Breese, “The 
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Breese: "Stridin' " on the unique BSO. 


Meeting Graham 
Noyce

Before the season got underway 
this year, there was some talk 
among the more nostalgic in the 
editorial offices about “What ever 
happened to British motocross?" 
Britons were not that many years 
ago the dominant figures in the 
sport much as the Belgians and 


Scandinavians are today and, probably, 
Americans will be in the next few years. 


One answer to that question, which is 
only slightly glib, is that British 
motocross is alive and well in the person 
of Graham Noyce. The unfamiliar name 
first appeared to most of the 
motosports world when listed in the top 
five of the pre-season International 
races. When Graham won a big Belgian 
International overall, everybody had to 
start taking him seriously. When he 
finished third in his first Grand Prix, the 
opening 500cc round in Switzerland, 
even the skeptics were convinced that 
here was an Englishman who had come 
to race motocross — and rather 
skillfully, too. 


Since then, Graham has gone on to 
rack up a string of seconds, thirds, and 
fourths in 500 Grand Prix motos to 
place himself fourth in the world at last 
points check. Only DeCoster, Weil, and 
Wolsink have been consistently beating 
Graham Noyce this year and that's 
about the way the World Championship 
shapes up. It’s more dramatic to 
consider that racers like Ake Jonsson, 
Bengt Aberg, Brad Lackey, Willi Bauer, 
Jaak Van Velthoven have finished 


_ behind No à 


Graham has definitely proved the 
most successful product of the British 
Auto-Cycle Union's ambitious 
Schoolboy Scrambles program. He 
emerged from the schoolboy ranks 
honestly ready to race GPs and place 
well. The question they ask themselves 
now is “How long will it be before 
another Graham Noyce comes along?” 
For the rest of the racing world, one is 
enough for now. 

He was 19 at the beginning of this 
year and comes from a fairly well-to-do 
family by current British standards, 
which is not very well-to-do by more 
affluent U.S. judgment. As Graham puts 
it, in the English style, he’s “from Fair 
Oak near Southampton in Hampshire." 
It seems that every place in Britain 
except London itself is “near” 
someplace and “‘in’’ something. Leaving 
school with his “0” levels about three 
years ago (equivalent to non-college pre 
high school), he went to work for the 
Rickmans. The pay was about $37.50 a 
week and he commuted 30 miles each 
way on the train every day. Up at six 
a.m.; home at six p.m. His title was 
Asst. Engineer. 

Within six months he had moved on 
to another position and title: works 
rider. For two years, Graham continued 
working at the Rickmans’ plant; at the 
same time riding three classes on a 
Rickman-Zundapp, Rickman-Montesa, 
and Rickman-Husqvarna 460. 

“All they had in common was they 
all shifted on the left," he said later, 
“and they were two-strokes.” 

Eventually, Bryan “Badger” Goss 
noticed Graham after he won a British 
National Motocross on a Maico. Goss, 
not incidentally, is the Maico importer 
for Britain. 

“id been racing mainly 
one-two-fives. I hadn’t even ridden a 
500 class bike in close to four months. 
Then I won.” He grins like she still can’t 
quite believe it. 


pre-GP Internationals and the factory 
started to take notice. He is the 
antithesis of most hotshot American 19 
year-olds. He is polite, correct, 
well-mannered, not cocky, and very 
seldom crashes. He actually has a fairly 
conservative riding style — much along 
the lines of Ake Jonsson. Even after 
battling it out with DeCoster, Graham 
will admit that he has a lot to learn in 
Grands Prix and reacts with genuine 
chagrin when a more experiened rider 
will ace him out — like when Vic Allan 
bump-passed him in Austria right off 
the track. Graham came back to take 
second in the final moto, however. 

He is different from a comparable 
American rider in another way: his 
machinery. Even with the limited 
factory support he is starting to receive, 
Graham Noyce used a stock 386cc 
Maico Adolf Weil Replica. Like Adolf, 
he has tried some KONI GP gas reservoir 
shocks. Period. 

I questioned his mechanic, George, 
about the bike. Could a standard Maico 
really win? 

“Sure it’s completely stock. Easier to 
get parts for that way, in'it? Saves 
waitin' around the factory while they 
make up a special barrel or something. 
We tried some special bits in Italy and 
they broke. That was only one race and 
now we're back to stock. More reliable, 
in’it?” 

Graham himself is open, inviting and 
very candid. He has an engaging 
innocence which is augmented by his 
looks: tall, thin, a shock of blonde hair 
and blue eyes that always seem ready to 
smile. American teeners should love 
him. As for Graham, he was asking me 
some serious questions about U.S. ladies. 

He cracks up genuinely, with honest 
amusement and naivette at American 
expressions. 

“You blokes have the same words, 
really but they come out meaning 
different things." In the pits Graham 
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Brad Lackey to a who-can-stay-on- 
longest race on the off-camber hillside. 
Brad wobbles off several hundred feet 
to win the distance contest. Graham 
seems to stay on as long without going 
as far. Brad declares himself winner and 
declines a re-match. The two have 
actually become fairly close. Both 
young; English-speaking after a fashion; 
and, often as not, racing against each 
other in GPs. They even share many of 
the same interests. 

Graham declares to be mainly 
concerned about “birds and GPs.” I 
think “Why should he care about crows 
and robins?” before remembering that 
the same words come out meaning 
different things. British birds, of course, 
are the. ones who popularized the 
minishirt. 

I later run into Graham and George 
re-packing their small van at the KTM 
factory in Austria. I’m introduced to his 
British manager, Chris Pook. 

“Now don’t go writing a bunch of 
nonsence about us being here. You want 
to know why we’re at the KTM factory? 
Because they have an American washing 
machine out back and Maico only has a 
spigot and a tub. Can’t get George to 
use the tub.” 

“You wondered what killed British 
motocross?” Chris continues. ‘Money! 
Guys like Arthur Lampkin, Malcolm 
. Rathmell were winning British Nationals 
then found their day's winning s weren't 
enough to buy a piston for a Husqvarna. 
The bikes cost too much. Then along 
comes a Senor Bulto who would pay 
them to keep their feet up." Both the 
riders he refers to have since been World 
Trials Champions. 

Graham listens, kind of disconcerted. 
“Don’t pay too much attention to 
Chris. We’re going to do all right in 
motocross, too. But it is bloody 
expensive. My family must have thought 
the money outflow would never stop.” 
I leave him sitting behind his van on a 
stack of Metzeler knobbies. George is 
passing out “Maico Fan Club" stickies to 


all the KTM personnel. After lunch, 


they leave for Sweden. e

Elliot Schultz: 
Can an Ascot 
hero teach trials?

Elliot Schultz is probably as well 
known in California as he is here 
for his feats in flat track and other 
motorcycle endeavors. But here as 
an RMTA member he is to us a 
trials rider. So it was a pleasure to 
learn he had been chosen by 
Bultaco International to give trials 
schools all over the country. Many of us 
have had the benefit of his instruction 
before. But I had heard that teaching 
trials all the time has helped him 
develop a real good format. 

Saturday was for upper class and 12 
riders attended. I decided to go Sunday 
to see what he could do with a large 
group of riders with varied skills. 

Forty-one riders plus spectators were 
there Sunday and the results were 
amazing. Elliot has four main points he 
teaches but two to me are the real 
basics. They are unweighting and weight 
transfer. His description of weight 
transfer is very clear and simple. 
Explained in terms of leverage, every 
move your bike makes out of a straight 
line is considered a turn, and your 
weight should be placed accordingly. 

His methods for teaching body 
position for best leverage were excellent. 
By the end of the day riders who had 
never ridden trials and those who had 
ridden many had all improved 
remarkably. 

Elliot is leaving now to hold schools 
all over the East for the next three 
months. He has become an excellent 
teacher and has something to offer the 
worst right up to the best in trials. 
Check with your local trials association 
to see if Elliot's been to your area, yet.

hat do a mystic meteorologist from 

Sacramento, a herd of horses from L.A., a 

contractor from La Habra, a 180 mph 

professional road racer, The Los Angeles 
Rams and a four-time World motocross champion have 
in common? The answer is that the combined efforts of 
these factors and a multitude of other details go into 
opening the gates and turning on the scoreboard lights at 
the July 24th Oly Superbowl of Motocross. 

Six months ago while the L.A. Rams were putting the 
finishing touches on their seasonal football aspirations 
nine full-time employees and enthusiasts at Stadium 
Motosports were beginning the complex groundwork for 
America's premier motorcycle spectacular. Laying a 
competitive motocross course in the pit of a gridiron 
isn't a "wander through the field and point” affair. A 
licensed engineer must supply an accurate blueprint of 
the Coliseum from dugouts to lawn sprinklers. Riders 
like Weinert, Jimmy Ellis and Rolf Tibblin must be 
consulted on the preliminary design. An engineer then 
drafts the preliminary layout with detailed architectural 
drawings and  draftings. A 400 page manual of 
specifications spells out the entire timetable of 
construction including type of equipment, time 
schedule, number of manhours, security bonds and the 
exact same details for the removal of the track from the 
premises. Every detail must meet exacting requirements 
of state, local and Coliseum ordinances. 

All of these complex and expensive details must be 
completed in toto before the Coliseum board will even 
discuss the possibility of allowing high powered 
motorcycles to enter the hallowed ground of Crazy Legs 
Hirsch and Roman Gabriel. 

The quantity of obstacles and expenses mounts to a 
breaking point. Every aspect of normal life presents a 
potential problem. What if it rains in the weeks prior to 
the event? It is conceivable that construction could be 
delayed and July 24 would find the Oly Superbowl of 
Motocross turned into the Superbowl of Mud. Stadium 
Motosports contracts with a meteorologist in 
Sacramento who is used by agriculturlists and farmers to 
predict the weather one year in advance. His accuracy 
rate is 80%. July of 1976 will be a dry month. 

Bids are accepted on the actual construction at a 
public opening. Jim Kitchens and Associates of La Habra 
were awarded this year’s contract, since their previous 
experience at the Anaheim Stadium motocross finals was 
widely heralded as superior by the motorcycle press. The 
contractor’s task is to carry out the wishes of Stadium 
Motosports, which in turn is going to necessitate the use 
of over 100 dual bottom-dump trucks to haul 6,600 
cubic yards of dirt into the floor of the Coliseum. Using 
25 people for 14 straight days a track will be shaped 
into, up and around the 80,000 seat stadium. 

$125,000 is what it will cost to convert a football 
stadium in the heart of Los Angeles into a world class

motocross track, but all the dirt in the world doesn’t 
make a motocross track. The ingredient necessary to 
achieve that goal is experience. The experience of 
four-time World Champion Roger DeCoster will be 
brought into play three days before the event when the 
track will be pre-run and modified as Roger D. sees fit. It 
will be re-checked on Friday and if further modifications 
are required a crew will work all night to finish them. 
Even on the day of the event, while the special starting 
gate is being bolted to the walls. DeCoster, Weinert, 
Jimmy Ellis and Marty Smith will be asked for further 
input. 

As the sun begins to set on Saturday, July 24th, after 
six months of hard work, the real hustle begins. 400 
straw bales are brought in from a horse feed house in 
Los Angeles, ribbons are strung, banners are hung, the 
Coliseum’s massive banks of lights must be refocused to 
light the complete track including the uphill climb into 
the peristyle, additional lighting is rented from a movie 
studio supplier to supplement the stadium lighting, a 
new high output concert sound system of 22 column 
speakers that can be heard over the roar of the engines 
will be installed. Road racer Steve McLaughlin will begin 
to take care of problems that may arise with the track, 
pits, riders or AMA, 600 workers are briefed and 
stationed at their posts, Lynn Saunders sets up a 
command and communications post that. keeps in 
constant touch with the AMA, Coliseum staff, security 
forces, floor operation, maintenance crew, and the 
massive CBS Sports Spectacular television operation. 

A countdown commences at 7:00 a.m. Saturday with 
each phase of track preparation and the race program 
scripted. There are no rehearsals so only the experience 
of promoting six previous events before provides any 
security for the harried staff. 

When the gates open and 60,000 people come 
streaming through the warm Southern California night 
they are greeted by the sight of a carefully executed 
motocross track upon which the world’s best riders will 
compete. Perhaps the fans never stop to think about the 
effort, time, manhours, sweat, labor and money poured 
into building the track. Later in the week after the 
rolling thunder of international motocross has stopped 
filling their heads they may wonder just what it takes to 
build a track inside a stadium. Perhaps a short drive out 
to Coliseum on Tuesday to look it over will be in order, 
but unfortunately the spectator will only see a group of 
22 strangely garbed men throwing a pigskin bladder 
around and not a single reminder or remnant of the 
World’s most prestigious stadium motocross. 

The most artificial thing about indoor motocross is 
that when the race is over you can pick the track up and 
take it away. 

Next week the plans for a million dollar 
Harley-Davidson display, qualifying by the best riders in 
the world for the $30,000 purse and contingencies, 
opening of the pits to the public and much more will be 
discussed in the Oly Superbowl story. cet 2 e

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RECREATION

SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., JUNE 22 

In one small corner of Federal government endeavor, it is a new 
ball game. That was confirmed at a public meeting (one of ten 
scheduled around the country) called by the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration (NHTSA) to hear public input on 
proposed revisions to the agency's 18 highway safety standards. (A 
heady mouthful of bureaucratese, no?) Specifically, the NHTSA 
folk (Len Tabor, Chief of Program Definition Branch presiding) 
wanted to find out if the government agencies of the State of 
California (along with any other state in Region Nine), plus any private 
citizens who happened to show up, would accept their latest idea — that of 
replacing the present rigid standards with “bi-level” standards, half- 
manadatory, half optional. 

What made this meeting so unusual was the fact that it was being held at 
all. Before even issuing new standards, DOT was asking us, the citizenry, how 
we liked the proposed format and what we might like to see in the mandatory 
and optional portions of the standards. Realize that the standards we are 
talking about presently encompass all the mandatory safety programs which 
the Federal government has required of the states under penalty of highway 


. fund "sanction", and that one of these mandatory items is/was the 


now-defunct mandatory helmet provision. And the same law (PL 94-280) 
which de-fanged the helmet provision requires that this hearing, and others, 
be called before the DOT can propose any new standard for the states — and 
then they can only propose to Congress; they can no longer promulgate such 
a standard by themselves. Do you begin to see the uncertain limbo in which 
this places the rule-makers, habitually accustomed to writing the standards 
first, then telling people about them? 


If the DOT people were floundering, so were the people who came to the 
meeting — for they were equally accustomed to a posture of defensive 
reaction, of arguing for or against some new government rule after it had been 
written. In fact, it got mildly humorous, as the tone of a couple of the 
spearkers was, “Well, what do you people at DOT want?" while in truth the 
DOT came to hear what the speakers wanted, but had somehow failed to 
communicate their desire. 

Still, there was much to give encouragement. Michael P. Evanhoe, of 
California's Business and Transportation Agency, reiterated the state's 
historical opposition to helmet laws while, in general, praising the bi-level 
concept. He talked of a general tax squeeze on new, untested safety 
programs, stressing the need for specific goals and ways of measuring results, 
rather than shotgun approaches. He also talked of the 55 mph speed limit, in 
hopes that the Feds would soon allow California the flexibility to remove the 
55 limit from many of its wide-open stretches of freeway, such as I-5 
through the San Joaquin Valley. 

The general tone of most remarks was, “let’s use education and behavior 
modification, rather than punitive or equipment-oriented approaches to 
accident prevention.” And though most remarks were addressed to the 
general driving environment, most had a kind word for motorcycle rider 
education and motorcycle awareness for car drivers. 

Perhaps now that the smoke and heat generated by the battle over helmets 
has drifted away, things that have remained obscured for years can come to 
the surface. The time is really ripe to replace the heated confrontation with 
some cool reasoning, for the DOT heirarchy is more receptive than it’s ever 
been, possibly more receptive than it will ever be, given time for new 
positions to crystallize and harden. 

There will be more meetings in the CN "West" reading area. (See below). 
The Feds have even scheduled evening sessions to accommodate people who 
can’t leave their jobs. If you have any interest in motorcycle highway safety, 
anything to offer over and above “get off our backs,” you should go to one 
of them. Your blue-sky ideas will wind up on tape, pumped into the official 
record, and the best of them may yet be distilled into public policy. Isn’t this 
better than getting some non-rider’s safety ideas shoved down our throats? €

HOLLISTER, CAL., JUNE 12 

About 20 years ago a gang of 
motorcycle riders rode into the 
sleepy little town of Hollister, 
California. In less than a day they 
had destroyed many businesses 
and terrorized the townsfolk. 
They inspired fear and hatred 
among people of the town and the 
surrounding ranches. 


It became well known that 
motorcycles were not wanted in 
Hollister. I remember riding through in 
late 1964 on a little Suzuki 80 and even 
then, after the influx of small 
motorcycles to the U.S. had made 
cyclists “respectable,” the people of 
Hollister still cast angry glances as we 
rode by. 

But attitudes can change. Then came 
Howard Harris who owned a ranch in 
the foothills outside of Hollister and 
opened it up to off-road motorcycle 
riders. Trails were developed, campsites 
built and dirt riders from all over 
northern California came to ride. 


The people of the town were wary, 
but when the dirt bikers did not 
rampage through the town or ride all 
over private ranches, they began to 
accept the motorcycle park and even 
promote it as good for business. 

Last year Mr. Harris sold his ranch to 
the State of California for a State 
Motorcycle Recreation Area. The 
money for the purchase came from the 
green sticker fees paid by off-road 
motorcycle riders, and on June 12, the 
official opening of Hollister Hills took 
place, with a dedication ceremony at 
the park. 

So now the people of the central 
California coast have their first State 
run bike park. It’s in a good location, 
about 50 miles south of San Jose, and 
there are over 100 miles of trails in the 
25,000-plus acres of land. 

At the present time the park is in 
about the same condition as it was when 
Howard Harris owned it. There are six 


Hollister Hills a good start 
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designated camping areas, complete 
with an abundant supply of picnic 
tables and water. The trails are well 
used, but make for some good riding 
with something for everyone, from 
steep hills and ridges to canyons and 
creek beds. They are marked with 
directional signs, and warnings are 
posted where the trails may be too 
much for. inexperienced riders. There 
are lots of open areas and some good 
“make your own” race tracks. 

In the center of the area is Hunting 
Lodge Camp where you can buy some 
food supplies, riding gear and bike parts, 
get some welding done, or, if you must, 
get first aid for your body. 

The State plans many improvements, 
including fixing up the camping areas by 
installing chemical toilets and barbeque 
pits, remarking the trails with better 
signs and making improvements to the 
access roads and trails. 

Mr. Harris’ ranch consisted of two 
parts known as the upper and lower 
ranch. The State bought only the lower 
ranch but has a lease on the upper part 
which has another thousand acres of 
riding area and several racetracks. At 
present the upper ranch area is not used, 
but is available to clubs and 
organizations who want to put on 
events there. 

Hollister Hills is open year-round 
from 8 a.m. until dark for riding. 
Camping is $2 a night. To ride, you 
must have a spark arrestor, silencer and 
off-road sticker or license plate. It costs 
$3 a bike (under 80cc is $1.50) and 
$1.50 per car to get in. If you buy an 
annual pass, good for all State Parks in 
California, you get your car in free. The 
pass is $15 and is good through the 
calendar year. 

The rangers in charge of Hollister 
Hills seem well acquainted with 
motorcycles and there are riders on 
patrol throughout the park to help if 
you have a problem. 

Hollister Hills may not be the dirt 
rider’s dream but it is a start, and it’s 
good to see our green sticker money 
being used for us. For more info, call 
the park at (408) 637-3874. i 













HAPPENINGS 


Good thing going in Colorado 

Colorado's Division of Parks and 
Outdoor Recreation has taken 
advantage of a not-too-well-known 
Federal program to set up its first 
experimental "Motorized State 
Recreation Area" in southeast Denver. 
The Arapahoe Motorized SRA has been 
around for about a year, and is enough 
of a success that the state is considering 
a second park near Pueblo. In fact, the 
worst problem, according to park 
spokesmen, is that too few people know 
about it, and are still getting busted for 
unauthorized riding elsewhere in the 
Denver area. 

The land was a former bombing 
range, deeded to the state by the 
Federal government in February, 1975, 
under the "President's Legacy of Parks 
Program." (This program was set up to 
turn over surplus Federal ,Property to 
the states for “people use" as parks and 
recreation areas.) 

Vehicles that enter the park need a 
Parks Pass, and trail-bikes must have a 
Recreation Vehicle Registration, 
available from the Parks Division or 
through motorcycle dealers. For further 
info on Arapahoe and the planned 
second park, call Bill Brougham, Metro 
Region Manager, at (303) 795-6954 or 
write the office, 13787 So.

If it works in Colorado, 
why not... 

Yes, why not? The President’s Legacy 
of Parks Program is still operative, and 
SoCal riders have yet to see the benefit 
of all their Green Stickie money. 
(Bike-riding Sheriffs are hardly a 
“benefit.””) Sooo, are there not a couple 
hundred thousand acres of old World 
War II bombing ranges and 
what-have-you that are "surplus," by 
now? Or are you guys in Washington 
saving them for the next war? 

Seriously, though, has the idea really 
been explored? The Feds could deed 
surplus desert land to California, and 
Green Stickie money would only need 
be used for minor improvements and 
sanitation facilities where needed. 
Otherwise, they’d be getting a giant 
Green Stickie park virtually for nothing, 
and could stretch the Off Highway 
Vehicle Fund still further. Now, 
somebody tell us why it’s impossible. 
We’re listening. 

Rawhide on the razor’s edge 

Rawhide Park, near _ Elsinore, 
California has been closed since spring 
this year, and the owner has been 
casting about unsuccessfully to find 
another park operator. Now the thought 
occurs, both to the owner and to some 
ATA trials folk, why not sell Rawhide 
to the State for a Green Stickie park? 
While tentative feelers are going out in 
that direction, a more ominous note 
sounds, right at press time. On Monday, 
June 28 (which is press day at CN) the 
Elsinore City Council meets to hear 
certain citizens ask that Rawhide be 
“shut down" — not allowed to operate 
as a bike park. Is it just the routine 
bike-haters? Or does somebody want to 
subdivide it and sell a couple million 
dollars worth of ticky-tacky 
"ranchitos?" By next week, we should 
know — and the future of Rawhide Park 
will lie on one side of the razor's edge — 
or the other.

It takes more work to create something than it does to oppose it; 
especially if the effort is in a strange field of endeavor — for instance, 
playing at the role of government planner long enough to create 
something the bureaucrats will (hopefully) take time and read. 

What Charles Clayton and Don Kemp, who know lots about bikes and 
little about bureaucracy, have done is to take their pooled knowledge and 
distill it into a plan for the use of Hope Ranch as an ORV recreation area. 
Highlights of their proposal: 


— With a 1,000 foot buffer zone at the boundary, the natural topography of the 
area can be used to contain the sight and sound of vehicles within the park. 

— Existing wastewater, which already has to be disposed of in some manner, can be 
used to revive vegetation and keep dust down. 

— Permanent facilities would include a 1.5 mile road race course/drag strip 
(lightly-stressed, relatively cheap pavement for bikes and karts only), a one-mile 
motocross circuit, hillclimb area, parking and concessions. Otherwise, user 
groups, clubs and organizations will be encouraged to set up trails, trials sections 
and riding loops of varying difficulty. 

— Initially, the park would be day-use only, with one or two full-time rangers. 
Organized events would draw on people from the promoting clubs. A user 
advisory board would help guide the development of the area. 

— Funding would be through the existing channels of the “Green Stickie” program 
for initial development expenses. Thereafter, user fees would support the 
day-to-day operation of the park. 

— A preliminary environmental analysis was included in the proposal to attempt to 
spell out environmental impacts of vehicle recreation on the property and suggest 
mitigation measures to deal with potential dust, erosion and de-vegetation 
problems.
